OBITUARY. 


CHARLES B. STOUT. 

The Rev. Charles B. Stout died at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Dr. Bishop, 
No. % Park avenue, yesterday morning. 

He was born April 30, 1807, in Ontario Coun- 
ty, New York, and during the earlier years 
of his boyhood received only such instruc- 
tion as the common country schools afforded. 
During the vears 1820, 21, and N he attended 
the academy at Canandaigua, N. Y., but was 
obliged, in consequence of failing health, to 
return to the farm for a couple of years, after 
which time he engaged forafew years in 
mercantile pursuits. 

He became a communicant in St. Luke’s 
Church, Rochester, N. X., in June, 1827, was 
admitted as candidate for holy orders by 
Bishop B. T. Onderdonk in the year 1834, 
was ordained to the deaconate by Bishop 
McCoskry, in St. Paul’s Church, Detroi 
March 4 9 and admitted to the priesth 
in St. Luke’s, Ypsilanti, July 2, 1838. The

time of his death in Paris, France. On his 
return he resumed his labors in Mt. Pleasant, 
but was obliged, in consequence of failing 
health, to give up his char in 
October, 1869, when he returned to Chicago, 
and had resided here since that time with his 
da ter, Mrs. Dr. Bishop, doing such min- 
isterial work as he was called on to perform 
when his health admitted of it, his labors 
being more particularly in connection with 
the rish of St. John’s in this city. Mr. 
Stout met with a serious accident in Septem- 
ber, 1878, at Kalamazoo, Mich., while occupy- 
ing the pulpit of his son during a temporary 
absence, by which his shoulder joint was dis- 
located, and from the effectsof which he 
never recovered, and to which may be attrib- 
uted in a measure his inability to rally from 
the last attack. Mr. Stout was for more than 
twenty years on the list of missionaries of 
the Domestic Committee of the Board of Mis- 
sone, ae acted for several years as Finan- 
cial retary for Griswold College, Daven- 
port, Ia., in which * he raised a con- 
siderable amount for support of the col-

The main 
thoroughfares should be paved on the 
Detroit plan, with . cedar blocks laid 
on a firm foundation, and the gutters 
at the sides constructed from small 
boulders, The cross-streets which are used 
comparatively little might be improved with 
gravel or crushed granit, laid upon a foun- 
dation of macadam. Certain blocks in the 
neighborhood of the railroad depots and 
warehousss might de improved with the 
Belgian pavement or large bowlders. The 
work could be let out in large sections in 
different parte of the district defined, and a 
couple of years would be enough to com- 
plete it. 

The .cost of thus improving the entire 
South Division north of: Twelfth street, 
when distributed over the property benefited, 
would be very small to the individual own- 
ers. It would be no larger in any event than 
the present cost of unsystematic and useless 
improvements upon à few blocks ata time. 
All the streets in the described district have 
been filled to grade, atid nearly all are walled 
or curbed at the sides; all have sewers, water, 
and gas. The costof paving would vary, 
according to the present condition, from $1.50 
to $2.50 per front foot, and it would fall upon 
property worth all the way from $300 to 
$2,000 per front foot. Every owner can well 
afford to incur the expense; every tenant can 
alford to have the interest upon the cost 
assessed in the form of a trifling additional 
rent.

LOUIS, - NAPOLEON'S HOSTILITY TO THE 


4 UNITED STATES. 
In a recent number of the North American 


article setting forth the hostility of Louis 
Napoleon to the Government of the United 
States during the first two years of the War 
of the Rebgilion, and his persistent effort to 
induce England te join France in a recog- 
nition of the Southern Confederacy, as weil 
as the disinclination of Lord Russell to join 
the French Government in any such scheme. 
The facts set forth in that article showed con- 
clusively that Louis Napoleon was in confer- 
ence with Slidell, Lindsay, an Etigtish ship- 
builder and member of Parliament, Disraeli, 
and members of the French Cabinet to pro- 
duce such a result, which was thwarted by 
several causes, among them the repeated suc- 
cesses of the North, the untopularity of the 
Mexican expedition, the complications on the 
Continent, and the stubborn adherence of 
Lords Russell and Palmerston to the ** wait- 
ing policy.” The evidence submitted was 
sufficient to show that, as compared with the 
intrigdes of Louis Napoleon, the English 
Government, notwithstanding its hostility, 
observed a fair neutrality.

Such testimony as this, joined with other 
evidence which has been furnished from time 
to time, contributes valuable material to the 
history of the early period ofour War. It not 
only establishes beyond question the hostility 
of Lotis Napoleon and many of the leading 
statesinen of his court to the North, and their 
desperate effort to induce England to join 
them in interference, but it shows the nar- 
rowness of our escape in the very crisis of 
the War. It would be still more interesting 
to know the details of the manner in which 
the schemes of the agents of the Southern 
Confederacy were thwarted after they had 
made such headway with the French Gov- 
ernment; how it was that England, who was 
notoriously hostile to us, was held baek; and 
what part Russia played in the game,—for the 
latter Power could not have been a passive 
spectator in any scheme where England and 
France were so closely interested.

About eight-tenths of her illu 


taxes levied to meet the appropriations 
for 1880 cannot be collected before January 
to July, 1881. By aecumulating a cash fund 
in the Treasury, and the incoming taxes for 
1879, the city may be able to pay its expenses 
in cash and not be compelled to issue but a 
small amount of scrip. Adding the savings 
possible in 1880 and 1881 the city may be able 
in 1888 to pay all its expenses from one year 
to the other in cash ata saving of nearly 10 
per cent from the expenditures for the same 
purposes on a scrip basis. Last year the 
Council added 5 per cent to most of the sala- 
ries becatise they were to be paid in scrip.

HOW TO SECURE CLEAN STREETS. 

The streets of this city are in a disgraceful 
condition. They always are in an open 
winter or soft“ weather at any season. 
They always will be so long as there shall be 
no regular system of improvements, but only 
spasmodic and disjointed efforts to put a few 
blocks here and there into decent shape. The 
mud is dragged in by horses and vehicles 
from the unpaved streets, which are now 
almost impassable, and distributed over the 
paved thoroughfares, which are in various 
stages of decay. Street-cleaning in Chicago 
means the occasional scraping of the paved 
streets and the carting of the mud back tothe 
unpaved prairie-mud streets, when the work 
of redistributing it begins. The conse- 
quence is, that none of the streets are free 
from a covering of mud during the wet 
weather, while in dry weather the strong 
winds that make Chicago so healthy sweep 
the mud, in the torm of dust, into the stores, 
offices, shops, and residences, which renders 
life almost unendurable, and does infinit 
damage to everybody's possessions. The 
long-suffering people who inhabit Chicago 
seem to have become accustomed to the pre- 
vailing street filth, and indifferent to their 
own comfort, but they cannot meet strangers 
nor entertain friends who live elsewhere 
without experiencing a humiliating sense of 
shame. Visitors to Chicago, in looking upon 
the long rows of tall, magnificent blocks that 
have been erected since the fire of 1871, be- 
come impressed with the idea that this is the 
most beautiful city in America; then, looking

FIRES. 

The old théological idea of Hell was a lake of 
fire provided as a place of eternal torment for 
the wicked; and over this place the Devil was 
presumed to reign. Dante described the infer 
nal regions in blood-ourdling strains, and the 
pictures of the seenes there enacted, drawh by 
Doré, are marvels of horror. De Foe takes the 
Devil out of bis natural bome, so to speak, and 
gives a history of his residence on earth among 
mankind. Thecrimes and follies which have 
distinguished the human race from the begin- 
ning of the world down to the present time en- 
tirely justify the general belie? in the existence 
of the Devil, and in his intimate connection 
with mundane affairs. But the strongest evi- 

dende of the Devil's presence on earth, and of 
his ubiquity,or plurality, is found in the fact 
that he is able to preside, with a skill and inge- 
nuity whieh is truly Satanic, at a score of fires at 
the same momertof time. He never sleeps; 
he hears every fire-alarm; he rides on every 
steam flre-engine. But when he reaches the 
scene of the conflagration he leaves the fire to 
take care of itself, and mingles with the crowd of 
people assembled to witness the show. When the 
flames mount upward he betrays a feeling of 
malignant satisfaction. If the wind blows, he 
screams over the telegraph-wires and through 
the broken casgements like a demon. If the 
flames sink under an ocean of water, he slyly 
cuts a hole in the hose-pipe, or disables an en- 
gine. If the burning building is a warehouse, 
he whispers in the ear of the firemen that there 
is a quantity of dynamite on storage in the most 
exposed situation, and that he who enters the 
breach goes to certain death! He mingles in 
wd of property-savers, and prompts them 
to throw mirrors out of fourth-story windows 
and tu feather-beds painfully down the stair- 
He follows the adventurous fireman up 
the Jadder on his way to save a beautiful woman 
who siirieks at a window, and paralynes all his 
noble energies by shouting in his ear: “The wall 
is falling!" He mounts to the roof, and, in the 
midst of the devouring flames, flirigs brands, on 
the wings of the hurricane, upon neighboring 
buildings. Theu he descends, and insinuates to 
the on-lookers that everything is dooméd to 
destruction, and that whatever can be drawn 
from the wreck is lawful plunder. And. under 
the devilish impulse, men, till then honest, soil. 
their hands and souls with theft, and slink 
away concealing stolen property, The Devil 
is very busy, indeed: He tempts merchants 
and householders to secretly convey away their 
property, with the criminal intent of swearing 
to an insurance claim for the full amount next 
day. He is no respecter of values; he will in- 
stigate a ruffian to plunder a bank - vault and the 
next moment tempt a nhewsboy or an express- 
man to steal an old clay pipe or a penholder, an 
empty inkstand or a box, from the prem- 
ines of an escaping tenant driven out in hot 
haste by the advancing flames. There is a vein

Tue Senate Committee on Indian Affairs 
ata special sitting yesterday agreed to re- 
port for passage a. bill which will radically 
change the policy of the Government to- 
wards the Indians. It is proposed by this 
bill to subject the Indians to the laws of the 
State or Territory in which they live, to 
abandon the paternal policy which has made 
the Indians the wards of the Nation, and to 
| place them on lands to be owned individually, 
and which shall be absolutely inalienable for 
twenty-five years. Considerable assistance 
will be afforded by the Government 
under the. provisions of the bill to 
develop intelligence. and promote indus- 
trial habits among the savages. While 
the bill does riot contemplate the entire 
transfer of the control of Indian affairs 
from the Department of the Interior, it will 
divest that Department of much of its power 
in giving the control and government of the 
Indians*)to the respective States and Terri- 
tories in Which they reside. There will be 
no necessity for changing the location of any 
of the tribes except the Utes and Lemhis, as 
all the others are on r able 
to support them, either by means stovk- 
raising or agriculture. It is about time some 
such law were passed. The policy of paternal 
care for the Indians has been a mistaken one 
from the beginning, and has been instru- 
mental in doing away with whatever little 
self-reliance and self-respect the Indian pos- 
sessed, .

THE CITY BUDGET. 

The City Council is now engaged in the 
earnest struggle over the annual appropria- 
tions, which, in their turn, are limited by the 
law governing the tax-levy. The facts lead- 
ing up to the present contestin the Council 
should be understood in order that the pub- 
lic may judge of the merits of the contro 
versy. The assessed value of the taxable 
property of the city is $117,970,085. The law 
of the State limits the rate of taxation for 
municipal purposes to 2 per ceht on this 
valuation. But, kg a provision of law, taxa- 
tion for the payment of interest on the public 
debt and taxation to pay judgments against 
the city are not included within this limita- 
tien. By another provision of law, as con- 
strued by the Supreme Oourt, taxation for 
school purposes does not fall within the 
character of taxation for municipal purposes. 
In addition to the revenue from taxation for 
all these purposes, the city has an income 
of about $250,000 from licenses and fines, and 
has in the Treasury, in round figures, about 
$1,000,000, which, during the last three years, 
has been saved from appropriations and 
from the surplus revenue of previous years.

LONGFELLOW’S BIRTHDAY. 

One of the most delightful affairs of this 
social season, delightful as much for its in- 
formality as for its novelty, was the enter- 
tainment vee Thursday qvening by Mr. 
and Mrs. William Penn Nixon and Dr. and 
Mrs. O. W. Nixon in honor of the birthda 
anniversary of the poet Longfellow. 
=e number of invitations had issued,

MAN’S PEDIGREE. 
THE HUMAN RACE A PARTAKER OF 
NATURE OF GOD. 
Saturday Review. 

The paper which interests us most in the 
Contemporary Review for February is Dr. 
Radcliffe’s On the Pedigree of Man,” a 
partly thoughtful, partly dreamy effort to 
suggest, rather than prove, that the Ego in 


man. is the telegraph-clerk, and not part of 
the electric machine; and that man differs 
from all other created things, and especially 
from all other sentient things, in being in 
some fashion a part of God, or rather a par- 
taker of the nature of God; 

When, for example, I say I am, I give expres- 
sion to a fact which is not readily realized. Who 
ami? What? In the exercise of memory and 
imagination, I. I myself, can in an instant go 
back into the past and forward into the future, 
and I find it difficult to say Iam without ut the 
same time saying I was and I shall be. Without 
the aid of my senses, I cannot draw a sharp 
line between the past and the present, 
or between the present and the future. 
I feel as if, n relation to time, I 
partook in some de of the nature of Him 
who was, and is, and is to come, or who is rather 
to be spoken of as the Eternal Now; for as Plato 
pointed out in the Timeus long ago, itis right 
to speak of the Divine Essence as in the resent 
always,—to say He is,“ but nottosay He was, 
or He shall be.”
